Having been their guests in the 
old home of the Lions club, we were glad to receive 
their invitation to look over what is to be the new Lions 
home, Jn so short a time we were agreeably surprised 
to see how much renovation work has been completed.

morose critic is moved to say 
that we are repeating ourselves, 
we have a rather sentimental 
feeling for the Mechanics' hall. 
It is the only community centre 
of which Aurora can boast, and 
v/e think that in time, in the 
excellent care of the Lions club, 
it will become a community 
centre which v/ill justify the 
boast. 

The Mechanics' hall is an old 
building, erected in the year 
1881. But it is a substantial 
solid building, and one that 
would cost a large sum of money 
to build today. All that it needs 
is further renovation, and the 
Uons c)ub can be depended on 
to take care of that. So far 
they have worked wonders in 
renovation work. The new ceil- 
ing looks good, and the newly- 
painted walls look good. 

It would have been a thous- 
and pities if the Mechanics' hall 
had been turned over to other 
uses than those for which it will 
in future be dedicated. It has a 
Jong and wonderful history. It 
was not only a community centre 
where local plays v/ere per- 
formed by Aurora amateurs, but 
within its historic wall the 
voices of some of Canada's 
greatest orators have been heard. 
It is in fact one of Aurora's his- 
toric landmarks. - 

Official Openln; 

What could be described as the 
official opening took place on 
Friday night, Nov. 9, when a 
packed house welcomed a play 
presented by the 50-50 club of 
Aurora United church. The 
comfortable seating capacity of 
the hall is about 350 and there 
were no vacant seats. A larger 
number could be accommodated 
in the hall jf necessary, but the 
former figure is normal seating, 
without inconvenience. 

The play, "Don't Darken My 
Door," was not true to its some- 
what frightening title since it 
was a light comedy in three acts. 
Mr. Peterson, the immediate 
past president of the Lions club, 
played humorously on this title 
when he spoke after the per- 
formance of the comedy. 

The fine ovation given to the 
cast at the end of the play was 
proof of the great enjoyment ex- 
perienced by the audience; ond 
the tribute was well-won. The 
cast, composed of Charles Cop- 
land, Lois Scdore, Rowland 
Moddle, Grace nabeock, Karl 
Scott, Helen Mclntyre, Isobel 
Miller and Florence Murray, 
distinguished itself, and it would 
be invidious on our part to at- 
tempt anything more than to 
say that each member of it play- 
ed his or her part with convinc- 
ing success. 

What v/e can say Is that we 
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and all associated with it should 
know that it is rated as a great 
success. We have heard people 
say that they spent a thoroughly 
happy evening, and the 50-50 
club are to be sincerely con- 
gratulated. 

These congratulations should 
go also to Mrs. Dorothy Bowman 
of Newmarket, who directed the 
program. It is readily conceded 
that without her experience, 
knowledge and enthusiasm, the 
success of which we have spoken 
could not have been realized. 

Controversy Might Result 

We have also heard tributes 
paid to those members of the 
Lions club who v/orked so hard 
in a short space of time to put 
the interior of the hall into the 
shape that the audience found it. 
That work has certainly paid off 
in attaining an excellent interior 
appearances. 

As for the suggestions, how- 
ever, that there is to be a change 
in the name of the Mechanics' 
hall, we hope the proposers will 
go slow* for old names die hard. 
For more than 70 years the citi- 
zens of Aurora have known their 
community centre as the Mech- 
anics' hall, and it would be ex- 
tremely regrettable if the old 
familiar name were completely 
eliminated. There is everything 
in a name. 

I If any change of name is de- 
cided on by the nev/ owners, we 
hope they will hold on to some 
part of the historic title of Me- 
chanics' hall. Lions Community 
Hall would sound very good. 
But not "Lions Den." That 
v/ould sound more frightening 
than "Don't Darken My Door," 
Moreover, the Lions club ob- 
tained the building at a token 
price on the understanding that 
the hall would lie used, in part, 
as a community centre. 

To re-name the nnll as the 
"Lions Dcn u t or any such parti- 
san tille, would suggest a mon- 
opoly of possession, which would 
be contrary to the spirit and the 
letter of the conditions of the 
arrangement between the town 
and the Lions club. We suggest 
leaving the name, Mechanics' 
hall, as it is, in tribute to the 
memory of the Aurorians who 
built it for use as a community 
centre. By so doing controversy 
would be avoided. 

To change the name of the 
Mechanics' hail would undoubt- 
edly provoke criticism, especial- 
ly among the large -number of 
Aurora's old-timers. Criticism 
and controversy would, we 
know, be the last things that 
the Aurora Lions club would de- 
sire. It is fratcrnalism that 
Lions stand for. 

Itetiring Minister 
After long year,* of devoted 

ministerial service, the Rev, A. 

R. Park announces his Impend- 
ing retirement from the pastor- 
ate of the Aurora Baptist 
church, which he has held here 
for the past H% years. The Rev. 
Mr. Park has had n remarkably 
long ministerial career.

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LEARNING THE HARD WAY 

The ban on the freedom of the press to see the 
file of council business, imposed by instructions of 
Mayor Bell, has been removed. We are once again 
free to go to the town hall and ask the clerk for the 
folder of council business, and to make what quotations 
we choose from it. Mayor Bell has had to climb down 

from his dictatorial pedestal. 

We were advised that the Mayor had no legal 
authority to refuse us access to the folder of council 
business, since such freedom was given by a unanimous 
vote of council on July 24, 1950. We had a perfect 
legal right t<5 have gone to the town hall and asked 
the town clerk to let us see the folder, and that town 
employees could not legally have refused our request. 
We had no desire, however, to make a fuss. Rather, 
we preferred to wait until council issued its own orders 
to the Mayor. 

This it has now done in no uncertain terms, the 
onl3 r wavcrer as far as we could gather being Reeve 
Cook. Whether Reeve Cook was quite sure in his own 
mind on the matter only he himself knows. But it 
seemed to us that he was inclined to move a motion 
for the rescinding of the previous resolution of council. 
Had he done so his difficulty would have been to find 
a seconder. f - . 

While we regret that council took no action on .such 
an important matter as the restriction of the freedom 
of the local press (not to mention its own earlier reso- 
lution) until a delegation appeared, we congratulate 
the majority of its members on doing the right thing 
by the press and the citizens. Although their action 
was belated, they finally stood by their former reso- 
lution.

We take much pleasure in welcoming to Aurora the 
new recreation director and arena manager, Mr. P. E, 
Perrymcnt, and his wife and family.

People will say, and say rightly, that to crowd tho 
sidewalks with such unsightly objects as meters for 
no other reason than to control traffic is another 
example of weakness on the part of a majority in 
council, ' • 

Hie arguments of those who opposed tho meters 
Will gain now strength. Those arguments were that 
if the former parking regulations had been carried out 
there would have been no need for meters. Mr. Hulae'a 
contention has given a new angle to the disputations. 

AURORA HYDRO COMMISSION 

Mayor Bell told council at tho time of tho hydro 
discussions that tho chairman of the commission, Mr. 
Ceorgo Baldwin, had tendered his resignation and that 
it had been accepted. It was understood that Mr. Bald- 
win would agree to carry on until the end of tho year 
subject to the "over-thc-Hne" wall and the canopy being 
left where they wore. A vote was taken on it and whon 
Councillor Fioldlng repudiated her own former motion, 
tho hydro commission got its way. 

An end to such pusillanimous weakness should bo 
made by tho election to office of a competent successor 
to Mr. Baldwin, preferably someone with no former 
associations cither with council or the hydro. It Is 
quite apparent that such a successor will need a will of 
his own, giving strong government to tho hydro. Tho 
first thing needed will be enforcement of the building 
by-laws upon tho now hydro building; and tho establish- 
ment of the fact that tho hydro is a public and not a 
private concern*

With Meter Troubles Ahead 

The council meeting of November 5 was one of 

the most interesting, and, for a number of* reasons, 

exciting we have attended this year. Quite a few things 
were "blown up", the Mayor's ban on the press and 
the Gray Coach Lines "parking tax" among them. Over 
in the Old Country on this same evening they were 
letting off fire-crackers and lighting bonfires in mem- 
ory of the failure of Guy Fawkes to blow up the Houses 
of Parliament 



In England, November 5 was 
Guy Fawkes night; in Aurora it 
was the town council night. 
Fire-crackers were going off in 
both directions. Drs. Boulding 
and Henderson were back again, 
needling the council to get those 
sewers in on Kennedy street. 
The snag on Monday night was 
the failure of the engineer's de- 
partment to send in another re- 
port, so the Kennedy street boys 
were stuck! 

Dr. Henderson had just gotten 
underway when he learned that 
the report wasn't in. The clerk 
turned over the papers in his 
folder; but the report was just 
not there. We thought the Dr. 
was going to get mad, since we 
fancied we saw a darkening 
shadow creep over his fine fore- 
head. He hesitated for a mo- 
ment and then said he would 
himself put in a phone call and 
ask about the report. But 
neither he nor Dr. Boulding ever 
came back. 

Before they get back the prob- 
abilities are that Kennedy street 
will be scaled in ice. What a 
godsend that would be for the 
council! You simply cannot put 
in sewers when the ground is 
frozen. Contradictory as it may 
sound, the fro/en ground on 
Kennedy street would let the 

council out of the argumentative 

clutches of Drs. Boulding and 
Henderson. We have a feeling 



not parking in a legal sense. 

It is apparent that if such an 
argument is legally supportable 
there is going to be a new and 
vigorous oro» of troubles ahead 
for council. Take, for example, 
the case of the carrier who 
halls his delivery .van while, he 
runs across the street to leave 
a carton of groceries at the 
home of a customer. Will he get 
a ticket- for "parking"? Or the 
taxi owner who "stops" for a 
couple of minutes by a meter 
while his passenger comes from 
the house. Will the taxi-driver 
be parking or just stopping? 

Mr. Hulse gave nn . interpreta- 
tion in regard to meters that was 
new to us. He maintained that 
the. real reason why meters were 
installed was not to provide 
revenue for the town but to con- 
trol traffic. We wonder what 
view the meter company will 
lake of that interpretation? 
Traffic control could have been 
effected by the simple method 
of enforcing the parking by-law. 
Meters were certainly recom- 
mended as n revenue medium. 

It is apparent that council is 
now on the horns of another 
major dilemma.

of council business? Mayor Boll 
appeared momentarily non- 
plussed, and asked the speaker 
for his name. 

Mayor Boll said the instruc- 
tions were given on his author- 
ity, and he thought they wore 
in ordi'A The office staff was 
untrained, ho said. 

Mr. Kerr pressed the issuo In 
closer and more effective terms, 
and after stating his case for 
tho delegation returned to his 
chair. There the matter was 
left until a Inter stage in the 
proceedings. 

Gray Coach Lines 

Represented by Mr. Ab. Hulse, 
tho Gray Coach Lines wero (hero 
to make war on what was de- 
scribed ns an unfair nnd illegal 
parking tax on their services. 
Mr. Hulse made a lengthy and 
penetrating onslaught on tho 
proposed tax which, he said, 
would havo to bo borne by the 
local agent, Mr. Fowler, and not 
by the company. It was pointed 
out that the agent receives a 10 
percent commission, and tho an- 
nual parking tax of over $300 
would havo to como out of his 
personal commissions. 

That, however, was nn Inci- 
dental rather than a major ar- 
gument put forward by Mr, 
Hulse, nnd supported later by 
tho vice-president of tho com- 
pany, Mr. W, D. Foster, and 
superintendent of operations, 
Mr, J. C, Barker. Tho major ar- 
gument was that under the pres- 
ent by-law council had no 
power to impose a parking lax. 

It was claimed that tho buses 
do not park but only atop to 
allow passengers to got on and 
off. That, it was claimed, was 
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sition of tho ban on press ac- 
cess to council's file of business. 
A . quiotly-spoken man, Mr. 
Kerr's questions were concise 
and direct. 

He asked Mayor Hell on what 
authority lie had acted in giving 
instructions that the press could 
not see the council folder of 
business? When the mayor re- 
plied that he had acted on his 
own authority, in what he de- 
scribed as the interests of an un- 
trained office stuff, Mr. Kerr 
continued to press the point by 
asking if the mayor considered 
his action either democratic or 
legal? 

When the matter (tune up 
later in the evening, some strong 
words were spoken by Council- 
tor Corbet t, the mover of the 
resolution of July 24, 1050, who 
said he still stood by that motion 
which allowed the press to check 
on*" the council business which 
was !>eing reported. 

Discussion Continued 

After Mr. Corbett had spoken, 
the deputy-reeve said ho had 
been waiting for nn opportunity 
to raise this matter. Mr. Mur- 
ray said he was all In favor of 
the press having full freedom to 
repent council business, nnd con- 
sidered the mayor's action was 
wrong. Council should stand 
by the resolution it passed in 
1080. 

Councillor Jones said he failed 
to see what trouble was being 
caused to the office staff, as all 
they had to do was to hand over 
tho folder. He voted for tho pre- 
vious resolution nnd would 
stand by it. 

Councillors Gundy and 
Prlngle .reminded the mayor 
that tho resolution on tho books 
could only he changed by an- 
other motion rescinding it, while 
Mrs. Fielding said' that if the 
press wero not allowed to see 
the records of council business, 
people .would bo saying that 
councillors wore like tho com- 
munists, who wanted ,to keep 
tho people from knowing tho 
facts. 

Mayor Bell said ho would Ilko 
tlic matter hold over uniil tho 
offlco staff was bettor trained: 
and Iteovo Cook added that If 
tho press was adding to tho 
work of tho office staff ho would 
bo willing to movo a motion 
rescinding tho previous resolu- 
tion.

The Regional Director of Pos- 
tal Service, Mr. A. M. Gibson, has 
very kindly undertaken an ex- 
tensive research of the Post Of- 
fice Department to obtain the 

early history of the Sharon Post 
Office: "Previous to Confedera- 
tion the records are incomplete 
and the information sketchy. 

Before a post office was estab- 
lished at Sharon, the people of 
the community were served by 
the carrier who travelled the 
route from Georgina to Beaver- 
ton, but there is no information 
as to his, or their, names, nor 
the means of transportation. It is 
more than likely he travelled on 
horseback. Or it may have been 
that in the very early days it 
was carried by Indian runners 
as it was in the district around 
Barrie." (This last statement is 
purely speculation.) 

"There is also a record of the 
mail contractor who served that 
route in 1852. His name was 
Joseph Sheppard and he was 
appointed in April of that year. 
lie made three trips a week on 
horseback, or with a wagon in 
the summertime and in winter 
used a cutter or sleigh. He was 
allowed five hours for the trip 
and received for his services, 80 
pounds a year. As that was be- 
fore Confederation, the English 
currency was still in use." 

The Newmarket Era of May, 
1857, contained notice that "ano- 
ther line of stages began running 
daily, Sundays excepted, between 
Hiram Moore's Inn, North Gwil- 
limbury and Newmarket. The 
stages were promised to arrive 
in time for passengers to take the 
morning trains, north and south, 
and return on arrival of cars 
from Toronto. Ephraim Traviss, 
Proprietor." 
Early Effort 

Still extant is an account of an 
early effort by the Sharon people 
to obtain a post office. In July, 
1831, 73 landholders and other 
inhabitants of the township of 
East Gwillimbury requested the 
town clerk, John Weddel, to call 
by public notice, a general town 
meeting. It was held in the 
school house at Hope (Sharon) at 
11 o'clock in the forenoon. The 
real purpose of this meeting was 
camouflaged; it was one of the 
meetings preceding the Rebel- 
lion, and was so largely attended 
that it was adjourned to the 
grounds of the Chapel of the 
Children of Peace. The clerk 
presided and William Reid acted 
at secretary. 

The report, in part, of this 
meeting is contained in the Col- 
onial Advocate of Aug. 4, 1831; 
"The address to His Majesty was 
agreed upon and read by the sec- 
retary. Resolutions and other 
proceedings read. Jurors ap- 
pointed were Silas Fletcher, John 
Weddel, John Lewis, John Reid, 
Samuel Hughes, John Fletcher 
and Lewis Powell. The applica- 
tion for a post office was discus- 
sed. Abraham Doan, seconded 
by Murdoch McLeod, Jr., moved 
that it be resolved that a post 
office be located ot Hope on the

which would be very advanta- 
geous to the people of the town- 
ship. Again it was moved by 
Abraham Doan and seconded by 
Murdoch McLeod, Sr., that it be

Post Masters 

From post office records Mr. 
Gibson states that "the date of 
the establishment of the Sharon 
Post Office was Feb. 6, 1841.

Came To The Landing

(in Midland Free Press Herald) 
It was commodore Sir James 
Yeo who issued the order to 
build a 44-gun wooden frigate at 
Penetanguishene, and his letter 
to Sir George Prevost dated Nov. 
26, 1814, read in part: 

"It is my intention to build a 
44-gun frigate to carry 20 long 
24-pounders and 24 32-pounder 
cannoru" 

"The Nigara* and 'Nitley' 
are now taking overboard the 
guns, shot, anchors, cables, sails, 
ironwork, and the shipweights. 
They will proceed to York, and 
Capt. Collier, whom I mean to 
employ on this service, will have 

his officers and crew to assist 

whenever required. I believe 

two schooners have already gone 

around to Penetanguishene Bay 
from Nottawasaga to cut down 
timber and clear the ground." 

The British government in- 
tended this 44-gun frigate to 
form part of its all-out program 
to regain the supremacy of the 
upper Great Lakes that had been 
lost in the naval battle on Lake

When John T. Stokes resigned 
as post master, a new comer 
might have considered an elec- 
tion to be in the offing, by the 
speculation and excitement which 
mounted with the days, in the 
guessing as to whom would be 
chosen to fill the vacancy. 

The Newmarket Era of April 
24, 1857, published the annual 
report of the Postmaster General. 
Quoting the salaries paid the 
various postmasters the editor 
remarked, 'The wonder is that 
we have not better post offices 
. . . Sharon Postmaster was paid 
17 pounds, 5 shillings and 5 
pence." 

In March, 1860, the Postmaster 
General issued orders to all post- 
masters that there must be no 
more keeping offices open on 
Sunday. In April of 1861 the 
commissions and salaries paid to 
postmasters were published: 
Sharon postmaster received §80. 
50, with from $2 to $10 allowed 
for stationery. Signed by Hon. 
Sydney Smith. Again in 1875 
Sharon Postmaster was paid 
$73.50, plus a commission on 
money orders of $2.87, and an 
allowance toward rent and fuel 
of $16. 
Postmaster General 

Following the Confederation 
of all the provinces in 1RG7 the 
Dominion government took over 
all of the post offices and placed 
them in the charge of a newly 
appointed Postmaster General. 
At once the number of post of- 
fices was increased and the rates 
of postage reduced to one third. 
With this, the first Canadian 
postage stamp was introduced, 
and not surprisingly, this latter 
was not looked upon with favor 
for previously letters had been 
paid on delivery. In 1875 the 
post card came into use. The 
first cards were much smaller 
than present day cards. The face 
of this card was bordered by a 
blue pattern and a picture of 
Queen Victoria adorned the right 
hand upper corner. At the bot- 
tom was the inscription, "British, 
American, bank note, Montreal 
and Ottawa". 

In 1864 a daily line of stages 
was inaugurated between New- 
arket and Sutton, to pass through 
Sharon, and Mr. Thomas Brown 
was the proprietor. Another line 
of stages was instituted between 
Newmarket and Sutton in 1867, 
this also to pass through Sharon, 
but the name of this proprietor 
has not been found. The daily 
travel of these stage drivers was 
hard. It was a long trip from 
Newmarket to meet the Sutton 
driver, over roods that in the 
winter were hazardous from 
heavily drifted snows, and in the 
spring and fall these same roads 
were well-nigh impassable from 
mud which reached to the wheel 
hubs. If the stage could not get 
through the mail was transferred 
to horse back and it is of out- 
standing credit to those men that 
the mail rarely missed being 
taken through. 
Stage Coach 

The names of only three of 
these mail carriers, since Con- 
federation, have been located. 
The first was Charlie Newburn. 
He was succeeded by George 
Stone who served during the 
Ws. George Stone is remem- 
bered by the sleek condition ot 
his horses. He owned three hors- 
es which gave each horse one day 
of rest in three, and always with 
the stage went a fat, white collie 
dog. George Stone was followed 
by Richard Morton, The stage 
which daily, except Sunday, tra- 



Bay. 

Commodore Sir James Yeo 
was appointed to succeed Com- 
modore Barclay who had been 
killed in the battle of Put-in- 
Bay. 

Late in 1814 the British gained 
command of Lake Ontario by 
launching at Kingston the larg- 
est wooden warship ever built 
on fresh water, H.M.S. St. Lawr- 
ence, with three decks of guns, 
larger than H.M.S. Victory, the 
flagship of Lord Nelson at Tra- 
falgar. 

This vessel made one round 
trip to Fort York before peace 
was made by the Treaty of 
Ghent, signed in that Belgian 
city on December 24, 1814. 

The anchor that is now at 
Holland Landing was unloaded 

by either the "Niagara" or the 
"Nitley" at Fork York early in 
December, 1814. It was loaded 
on a strong cart and pulled by 
oxen up Yonge Street as far as 
Holland Landing. 

Owing to ice forming on the 
Holland River and Lake Sim- 
coe, it was impossible to use a 
schooner to carry it to the foot 
of Kempenfeldt Bay where the 
Nine-Mile Portage began. 

It was intended to carry it in 
an ox-cart over the portage, and 
place it in a boat to carry it 
down the Nottawasaga River to 
the schooner waiting at its 
mouth, which would in turn, 
transport it around the Tiny 
Township peninsula to Pene- 
tanguishene Bay. 

The guns for the frigate, as 
well as the shot, cables, sails, 
ironwork and shipweights re- 
mained at Fort York as it was 
intended to forward them when 
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veiled along the town line and 
Queen Street, was described as a 
"democrat", a two-seated light 
wagon. No protection was pro- 
vided for the traveller in bad 
weather, but an ancient skin, 
known as a buffalo robe, did re- 
pet some of the bleak winds. 
The fare from Newmarket to 

Sharon was 20c, but many a child 
I was picked up and given a lift, 
' Usually the stage arrived at the 
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Sharon post office about 12 
o'clock, and returned approxi- 
mately at four. The coming of 
the stage was a matter of inter- 
est to each and all along the third 
concession. Its arrival at Sharon, 
with its Globes, its Mails, its 
Worlds, and its Newmarket Eras 
to which nearly every family 
subscribed, with the letters and 
seed catalogues,, was an event 
eagerly awaited. Mrs. Kava- 
nagh, the warm-hearted wife of 
the post master, understood the 
arduous journey ahead of the 
stage driver, and generously pro- 
vided something nourishing to 

sustain him on his stormy trip. 
Sir Wm. Molock 

The year 1893 marked another 
epoch in the Canadian postal 
system. Mr. William Mulock in 
1896 became Postmaster General. 
He tit -tice set out to transform 
the annual deficit of the Post 
Office department into a profit. 
The department was expanded 
and the postal note system estab- 
lished, and two years later he 
conferred upon the Canadian 
people and the British Empire, 
the accomplished blessing of 
penny postage. For this he was 
knighted. His grandson, Col. W. 
P. Mulock, also was Postmaster 
General from July 8, 1940, to 
IW5. 

An early post office of Sharon 
stands in the garden of Mrs. Ber- 
tha Phillips, who now uses it as 
a garage. This is the building 
in which her grandfather, John 
T. Stokes, officiated as Postmas- 
ter. When John Kavanagh un- 
dertook the office it was across 
the road in the little store kept 
by Mrs. Kavanagh and himself. 
This building as a store and post 
office and a landmark of Sharon, 
has disappeared - it has been 
remodelled into a dwelling house. 
Then upon the retirement of 
John Kavanagh, the govern- 
ment's postal business was car- 
ried on by Mr. R. H, Kenyon; it 
was in his own store further 
along the street, where it is still 
located. 

In review of the century's pro- 
gress and the perfection to which 
the Canadian postal system has 
been brought, credit that is un- 
measurd is due the postmasters 
of the rural post offices and their 
assistants, the drivers of the old 
stages, for their unfailing depen- 
dability and regularity in handl- 
ing und despatching the Royal 
Mails. Nowhere is this more ap- 
plicable than ot Sharon. Through 
all the changes of time and the 
accomplished wonder of estab- 
lishment of the postal service to 
tho farthest-flung out-post, it 
must be conceded that oblivion 
be the repository of dogmatic 

criticism of mistakes and short- 
comings which belonged to the 
times as well as to the individual. 
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navigation opened in the spring 
of 1815. This remark also applies 
to the two-ton anchor. 

Peace came, and relieved all 
necessity of haste. Although the 
Treaty of Ghent was signed on 
Dec. 24, 1814, it was not ratified 
at Washington until Feb. 17. 
1815. 

Nevertheless, Great Britain in- 
tended to build the 44-gun frig- 
ate. In the summer of 1817, Wil- 
liam Wilson, the first shipwright 
at the garrison, built the "Old 
Red Store" for naval supplies, 
and then laid the keel for the 
44-gun frigate. 

It would have been by far the 
largest warship to be built at the 
Penetang Naval Establishment, 

and his hopes were high. How 

proud he would have been to see 

her under a full press of sail on 

Penetang Bay! 

He was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The Rush-Bagot Agree- 
ment was signed in the closing 
days of 1817, and work on the 
44-gun frigate immediately ceas- 
ed, for it was far in excess of 
the limitations. 

The two-ton anchor remained 
on the dock at Holland Landing 
awaiting for the boat that never 

arrived. 

As a matter of fact, it proved 
to be so much in the way that 
in 1876 it was moved to its pres- 
ent site in the rural park, where 
it is well worth the few minutes 
required for a visit. It weighs 
exactly 4,004 pounds.

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SPEED TRAPS AGAIN 

We know of nothing: more irritating: or controver- 
sial in Newmarket in recent years than the speed traps. 
And apparently, wc have become target for a major 
portion of public opinion with the publication of an 
editorial on the issue last week. Well, that is what 

editors are for and at least, as even our detractors 
must admit, they have read the editorial page, a fact 
which removes the sting from the epithets. 

We advocated in our editorial the posting of large 
signs along Davis Dr., the open patrolling of the street 
as means to cut down speeding. We were told in no 
uncertain' terms that there were more than enough 
signs on Davis Dr. at least, to warn the most thick- 
headed motorists that they were in a 30 mile zone. Yet 
still they speeded. 

But the fact remains that despite speed traps, 
they continue to speed. We insist that the job of the 
police is first of all to prevent the crime and second, 
to-catch the offenders. We fail to see what is gained 
by taking a license number and fining a speeder. The 
police have caught the offender but they haven't done 
anything to prevent the crime. 

The residents along Davis Dr. are worried about 
speeding because of the hazard to their children. It 
would be small satisfaction to get the number of the 
speeding car short seconds before he struck a child. 

Speed traps simply aren't reducing the speeding 
at the approaches to Newmarket. Other municipali- 
ties, including Toronto, post their roads with ample 
warnings of strict enforcement and make obvious 
patrols of the roads. Why can't Newmarket at least 
try out the signs? 

As it is now, whenever a speed trap is set up, it 
nets a number of offenders but accomplishes nothing 
else. Speed traps plus ample warnings would cut 
down the number of offenders.

SAFETY AT R.R. CROSSINGS 

The collision of a truck and a freight trail? at the 
main crossing at Holland Landing, the latest of a. num- 
ber of railway crossing accidents in the district this 
year, emphasizes the need for a re-survey of the cross- 
ings to eliminate hazards. We freely grant that thfere 
is an element of blame to the drivers in most railway 
crossing accidents; there is also a considerable respon- 
sibility to the railway. The location of the accidents 
more than suggests that this responsibility is not being 
observed. 

At Holland Landing, a driver travelling south 
must ascend a grade to the track and his vision is par- 
tially obscured by a hedge. The volume of traffic over 
the crossing has greatly increased with the more ex- 
tensive use of the road by summer travellers, Some 
years ago, a delegation from the Landing tried, unsuc- 
cessfully, to have a wig-wag signal installed. Their 
request should be re-examined. 

In Whitchurch township, there are several cross- 
ings of doubtful safety, The Whitchurch Federation 
of Agriculture has tried in vain to have hazards re- 
moved. For the most part, all that is involved is a cer- 
tain amount of grading and clearing at the approaches 
of the crossings. Considering what this work means 
in terms of safety, it is difficult to understand why it 
hasn't been done. 

We acknowledge again that a driver approaching 
a railway crossing bears the responsibility for a clear 
passage. But until the railways make certain that there 
is nothing to obstruct the view of a driver, nor any 
other hazard, tliey must share a certain amount of the 
blame for accidents. 



CANADIAN WAGE LEVELS 

One of the arguments Canadian railway men press- 
ed on behalf of their demands for wage increases hint 
year was that American railway men employed in the 
same jobs were paid more. This argument was an- 
swered by a judge at arbitration by pointing out that 
American production pur capita was about a third more 
than in Cumuln, and that since national income in 
largely dependent upon national production, Canadian 
workers could not hope to equal American wages. 

The same argument as the railway mon has boon 
moro recojilly advanced by the stool workors. Ami tho 
same answer must bo given. In tho Unltod States, 
steel production is 180 tons a year for ouch nmn em- 
ployed; In Canada, it In 185 tout, 

There Is another consideration hero, however. 
While Income is determined by production, nonetheless, 
the Canadian steelworker receives more per* ton than 
his American counterpart. Whilo tho Canadian only 
produces 75 percent a» much as tho American, ho does 
reccivo 03 jwrcont as much money as tho American so 



that on a production basis, he \h actually k'lter paid. 

One of the hold-backs in Canadian production is 
tlie lack of market. There can be no increase in pro- 
duction until there is the market for it. One immediate 
source of buying power is a larger domestic popula- 
tion. Quickest means to that increase is by immigra- 
tion. Those unions who oppose immigration should 

consider what it means in terms of increased buying 
power with subsequent increased production and wages. 



ROTAL TOUR 

The Royal visitors have left for home and there 
is not a Canadian who docs not wish them an early 
return to Canada. No such undertaking could have 
been more successful. Canadians have felt a strong re- 
newal of their faith in the commonwealth connection. 
But .more: the tour has been like a mirror in which 
Canadians saw a reflection of themselves. What they 
saw has caused a good deal of thoughtful consideration. 

Canadians are not given to introspection. But the 
change from the first phlegmatic approval of the visi- 
tors to the wild enthusiasm with which they were later 
greeted was more than just the change of locale. Cana- 
dians lost their traditional reticence, a mannerism 
which has caused more than one tinselled star to exclaim 
with disgust of the "coldness" of Canadian audiences. 
Canadians were lifted into a state bordering a national 
hysteria as the tour progressed. 

The charm of the visitors accounted for much of 
this. They captivated whoever saw them; their smiles 
melted a national restraint. Canadians found a new 
release, a new medium of expression, in their cheers. 
We doubt if they will relapse into the habits of the 
past. 

So among all that the visitors have accomplished, 
we would note this : that they have done what no other 
visitor has done before, broken through the Canadian 
reserve and have been rewarded by a rush of affection 
the like of which has been accorded to no other. 
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ATOMIC DEVELOPMENT 






In our pro-occupation with defence against Russia, 
we have come to look upon atomic development in terms 
of bigger and bettor weapons. Occasionally there is 
reference to some new use of atomic by-products in 
medicine and industry, but theso occasional items are 
over-shadowed by military tests in Nevada and grip- 
ping accounts of the now familiar ''mushroom sh«|>ed" 
cloud. 

So it comes as a bit of a shock to learn that tho 
harnessing of atomic power for industrial uses is only 
a matter of five or ten yo:trs away ; that atomic powered 
submarines are only two years away, atomic powered 
airplanes only five to ten years away. Wo are, in short, 
standing on the threshold of a great era of atomic de- 
velopment, not only in the rhetoric of the politician but 
in tho actual facts of tho laboratories. 

What is Canada's role in this development? Canada 
has, first of all, tho raw material. Right now, it is tho 

third bftttWRt producer of uranium, In 1053, with a 
now mine opened, Canadian production will exceed that 
in the United States and bo exceeded only by that in 
the Belgian Congo, 

And secondly, Canada's pilot plant nuclear reactor 

at Chalk River is considered tho most efficient in tho 
world. When pending developments in refining aro 
carried through, Canada will bo moving towards a com- 
pletely self-contained atomic development. In n com- 
paratively short time, Canada will bo able to move in al- 
most any direction as far as tho peacotimo uses of fis- 
sionable materials aro concerned. 

Canada's atomic program is geared for peacetime 
uso and will probably remain so short of another war. 
Cauda has not tho rosourcos to undortako such a vast 
program aa that In tho United States whoro almost a 
million iHMpto aro ongagod directly, or luillroctly in it, 
But in our own aphero, Canada has already achieved a 
HUporlorlty and everything points to maintaining that 
position,

For my money, I would like 
to see the governmental author- 
ity "make haste slowly" before 
barging into the pricing ma- 
chinery as between the manu- 
facturer and the retailer. They 
would be on easier and more 
fertile ground, I think, in mak- 
ing sure that the combine laws 
are not infringed on the one 
band, and that on the other og- 
ricultural valuations are kept in 
something like decent alignment 
with the cost of the things far- 
mers must buy. 

Maybe there is room for the 
following related "quote" from 
my farm paper: The purchasing 
department of the City of Cal- 
gary recently asked for esti- 
mates on 6,000 feet of single 
conductor tinned copper code 
rubber insulation cable. Four 
companies put in separate bids, 
each exactly for $9,252. Remarks 
the Calgary Albertan: "There is 
nothing like competitive free en- 
terprise for providing remark- 
able coincidences."

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When Kipling wrote "Lord 
God of Hosts, be with us yet, Lest 
we forget" and "Non Nobis 
Domine", the poet v/as lost in the 
prophet, for like the prophets of 
old he warned us that there is 
only one thing that stands in 
man or nation after the tumult 
and shouting dies — "An humble 
and a contrite heart". 

For years we have sung the 
Recessional, with its ominous 
"lest we forget," while all the 

time we are doing our best to 
forget—forget the sacrifices of 
the men, many of whom lie in 
Flanders fields, many in our mili- 
tary hospitals, and many more 
going about among us bearing 
marks mental and physical that 
they will carry with them while 
life lasts. 

It is much easier to forget their 
sacrifices than to remember that 
we owe to them the fact that our 
"true North strong and free" 
is fiee. Human nature being 
what it is, we resent being under 
an obligation to anybody. I often 
think when we sing, 

"Still stands His cross, from that 
dread hour to this, like some 
bright star, above the dark abyss, 
still through the veil, the vic- 
tor's pitying eyes, look down to 
bless our lesser Calvaries," how 
seldom we think of Good Friday; 
we'd much rather think of Easter, 
forgetting that if Christ had not 
died, wc would have no Easter. 

It seems to me that when we 
realize how little we dwell on the 
terrible tragedy of Christ on Col- 
vary and the lesser Calvaries that 
faced the dead and still face 
many living, we should engrave 
Kipling's words on our hearts 
and on our wafts. In our churches 
and in our public buildings, so 
that we will remember that "Still 
stands thine ancient sacrifice, an 
humble and contrite heart. Lord 
God of Hosts, be with us yet, Jest 
we forget, lest we forget!"

Mr. Hulse represented the larg- 
est -Legion Command of the 
council, which strongly pressed 
the cabinet to set up the 33>/& 
percent as the basis rate of 
veterans' pensions. The Legion 
is united in this opinion and will 
not be satisfied with less, Mr. 
Hulse pointed out * 

Other equally important Is- 
sues taken up by the Dominion 
Council v/ere the pressure upon 
the government to supplement 
the existing "burnt out veterans' 
pensions",. to cope with the cost 
of living index; a request for 
national registration to insure 
national preparedness. . The 
analysis of the 1041 census was 
released in 1047, and that is too 
long to wait, Mr. Hulse pointed 
out. The council stressed the 
year 1952 is important in world 
affairs. 

• The free use of buildings, the 
census list and equal contribu- 
tion in man power and money 
across Canada are vitally im- 
portant in national prepared- 
ness, Ihe speaker said. 

Of the Legion education 
scholarships, Mr. Hulse said the 
auxiliaries had contributed more 
than the branches. Of the 107 
applicants from children of vet- 
erans, ten had been given to 
those whose fathers had paid the 
sacrifice or died as the result of 
wounds. Nine had been given 
to those pursuing educational 
courses essential to Canada in 
"tough times."
